At present a camp¬ 
us radio station is being for¬ 
mulated to pipe music and 
campus news to the dormi¬ 
tories, Rosson said. The stu¬ 
dent center will probably house 
the new addition which will be 
run by students.

Summer Jobs 
To Be Limited 

Summer jobs on campus are 
limited due to a decrease in stu¬ 
dent enrollment, the number of 
jobs, and limited funds in the 
Financial Aids Program, ac¬ 
cording to Director of Student 
Aid Robert Blakemore. 

THE FINANCIAL Aids office 
is trying to develop outside em¬ 
ployment for students in local 
towns. University and Work- 
Study Programs will include of¬ 
fice and department work, but 
manual labor on the campus 
grounds is needed. 

Students under the Work- 
Study Program may work fifteen 
hours per week while attending 
class. Some full time em¬ 
ployees may work forty hours a 
week, but cannot attend class. 

THOSE EMPLOYED by the 
University may work as many 
hours as the department allows. 
The pay is $1.30 an hour under 
both programs. 


government of the student body 
working for the Administra¬ 
tion,” Chancellor Dykes as¬ 
serted. He also said that such 
problems would be dealt with 
strictly by law. 


Speaking in defense of 
Supreme Court Justice Abe 
Fortas, Senator Albert Gore 
said here Monday that he could 
not see why Fortas should have 
fallen from grace, because he 
accepted a fee from a man who 
later was convicted. 

He said that Fortas had done 
tlie best thing by resigning of 
his own free will. 

Senator Gore struck at the 
ABM system, the Justice De¬ 
partment, President Nixon, and 
Vietnam Monday evening. 

THE STATE’S SENIOR sen¬ 
ator stated that when the ABM 
proposal was up for debate last 
year, the hearings were all ex¬ 
ecutive sessions. He feels Con¬ 
gress made the wrongdecision. 
Gore said he decided to have 
public hearings because he 
thought that public education, 
involvement, and public debate 
on the issue would be good. 

Referring to Nixon’s last 
speech, Gore said that, “what 
Nixon did not say was perhaps 
more important than what he 
did say.” He stated that Nixon 
had completely changed his 
stance from his stand on Viet¬ 
nam, government, and the situa¬ 
tion in Southeast Asia from last 
year. 

THE SENATOR told the group 
that the major failing of the U.S. 
in its dealings with the Viet¬ 
namese is that this country tries 


too hard to apply Weste rn values 
to the Vietnamese way of life. 
A written constitution, civil 
liberties, and free elections, 
the senator pointed out, can 
mean nothing to people who have 
never known ‘‘political fair¬ 
ness.” 

ACCORDING TO Gore, there 
was a grand jury report and an 
FBI investigation. Both were 
supposed to be confidential, but 
nevertheless the information 
concerning these operations got 
out. Gore said that if the books 
were going to be open on Fortas 
that the Justice Department 
should open its books, and let 
the American public know what 
is going on.

Proposed Laws Would 
Keep Smut From Kids 


Tennessee’s junior senator Howard Baker recently cospon¬ 
sored legislation which will go a long way toward protecting 
the children and the homes of this country from smut mall and 
advertisements. 

THREE BILLS are actually Involved In the attempt to make It 
more difficult to use the malls to deliver sex-oriented material 
which Is deeply offensive to many who receive It. Two of the 
bills are new and the third Is an extension of an existing law. 

Hie first piece of legislation would prohibit outright the send¬ 
ing of offensive sex material to any child or teenager under 18. 

THE SECOND BILL would prohibit the sending of advertising 
designed to appeal to a prurient Interest In sex. This legisla¬ 
tion would apply regardless of the age of the recipient. 

Hie third bill complements the second by providing addition¬ 
al protection from the kind of smut advertising now being mail¬ 
ed, unsolicited, Into many homes. 

THERE IS NO easy solution to the problem of smut mall. We 
must be careful so that laws covering this most serious problem 
will not be declared unconstitutional under the First Amendment, 
which guarantees freedom of speech and press. 

Hiere are, however, constitutional means to help protect 
parents and children from the flood of sex-oriented materials 
now being sent through the mails. Society Is not absolutely 
defenseless against the smut peddlers and reasonable govern¬ 
ment action can be legal. 

THE PROPOSED legislation is untried, but hopefully with 
the federal and state governments working In partnership, it 
will be declared a lawful approach to drying up a primary 
source of this social evil. 

The first piece of legislation would give mailers of this type 
of materials six months to remove from their mailing list the 
names of all youngsters under 18. Conviction under this statute 
would carry a maximum penalty of five years in prison and a 
$50,000 fine. Subsequent violations would carry greater penal¬ 
ties. 

ANOTHER SOURCE OF smut Is found In advertisements de¬

signed to appeal exclusively to prurient interest. Hie proposal 
regulating this source focuses on the intent of the dealer. It 
is hoped that restrictions could be imposed on dealers who 
flood the mails with grossly offensive advertisements intended 
to produce a market by stimulating the prurient interest of the 
recipient. 

Hie maximum penalty by conviction under this statute would 
be five years imprisonment and a fine of $50,000 for the first 
offense and 10 years and a fine of $100,000 for subsequent of¬ 
fenses. 

IN 1967, CONGRESS passed legislation which authorized an 
addressee to prohibit the sending of smut mail to him or his 
children. More than 170,000 have taken such action, but I feel 
there are thousands of others who are still unaware of this 
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right. Hie third piece of legislation would extend and strengt¬ 
hen the existing law and I strongly support it. 

It Is interesting to note that during the last nine months 
140,000 letters protesting the use of the malls for smut materials 
have been received by the Post Office Department. Hie num¬ 
ber of complaints has doubled since 1964. 

FAMILIES AND individuals resent these unsolicited intrusions 
into the privacy of their homes, and it is time that the govern¬ 
ment, as a servant of the people, take action to eliminate such 
abuses.
